St. Paul, Minn., Xov. 20.—The gov- 


ernment 
wins its suit against 
the 


Standard Oil company. The circuit 
court today ordered the corporation to 
be dissolved as illegal. 
. 


This case was heard in the United 


States circuit court at St. Louis in 
April, 1909, by Circuit Judges Sanbor.n, 
of St. Paul; Van Devanter, of Chey- 
enne; 
Hook, of Leavenworth, 
and 


Adams, of St. Louis. 


Judge Sanborn, of St. Paul, the pre- 


siding judge, wrote tho opinion and the 
decree in whi^h all the judges concur 
and sent then, 'with a concurring opin- 
ion of. Judge Hook to Judge. Adams, at 
St.'iou'is, who filed them and'entered 
the decree.in that city this morning. 


The Counsel anqi the Care. 


The -case was' argued by Frank' B. 


'Kellogg-, of St. Paul, and Chas. B.' Mor-. 
rison, of Chicago, for the United States, 
and John.G. Milburn, of Buffalo; David 
T." .Watson,, of 
Pittsburg;

Johnson, of Philadelphia, on behalf of 
the defendants. The suit was brought 
to. enjoin -John D. Rockefeller!

comm'erce and the decree grants the 
injunction sought by the government. 
. The case is'on^ of the'most: notable 
In the history of the nation on account 
of the. important- industrial and legal 
questions and Hie vast financial inter- 
ests.!* involves. The evidence filled 21 
volumes and occupied more than, ten 
thousand.cjriined pages, and the.argu- 
ments of counsel more than three hun- 
dred .printed, pages.' 


What Judge Sanburn -Says. 


The nature "of the case and the char- 


acter of the decision appear from the 
syllabus of Judge. .Sanborn's opinion 
which-reads-in'this'way: 


"Congress has p.dtver under the con- 


stitution to regulate and restrict the 
use -in commerce .among the 'several 
'state? and with foreign nations' of -con-' 
tracts, 'of the method, of holding title 
to'jisope-rty and of every other instru- 
mentality employed ^n that commerca 
so far as' it may be necessary to'do so 
in order to prevent-the restraint there- 
of denounced by the anti-trust act' of 
!890,'-'26 stat.1 209. .

"Test of the legality of a combina- 


tion under this act. is its necessary ef- 
fect upon, competition in commerce 
amon; the states or' with foreign na- 
tions.

, , "If its necessary effect is only incl- 


dentallv or"''indirectly' to. restrict. that 
competition while its chief result is~to 
flUtor the trade and increase the busi- 


- ness of those who mnke and oper.ate 


it, it does no'-.violate that law. 
1 Dsfines ths Illegality. 


"But if its necessary effect, is to stifle 


or directly and substantially restrict, 
free competition in the states or with- 
-,in foreipn nations it is illegal within 
• the meaning of that statute. 


"The pow,er to restrict competition 


in comrrcrce among the several states 
or with foreign nations, vested in a per- 
son or an 'association of persons by a 
combination is indicative of the char- 
acter of the combination, because it is 
to- the interest of the parties that such 
& power should be exercised and the 


. presumption Is that it will be. 


"The combination in a single cor- 


poration or person, by an exchange of 
stock of the power of many stockhold- 
ers holding the same proportions, re- 
spectively of the majority of the stock 
of each of the several corporations en 
gaged in commerce in the same articles 
among the states, or with foreign na- 
tions, to restrict competition therein, 
renders the power thus vested In the 
former greater, more easily exercised, 
more durable and more effective than 
tha', previously held by the stockhold- 
er'., and it is illegal. 


Same Stockholders Owned All. 


"In 
1S99 the stockholders of 
the 


Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
owned a majority bt the stock of 19 
other corporations in the sajme pro- 
portions that they owned the 'stock of 
ths 
Standard 
company 
and 
those 


twenty corporations controlled, by th<> 
ownership of the majority of their 
slock, or other wise many other cor- 
porations. 


"Each of these corporations was en- 


gaged In some part' of the business of 
producing, buying, refining, transport- 
Ing, and selling petroleum and its pro- 
ducts, sand' they were conducting about 
30 per .cent, of the production of the 
crude oil and more than 75 per cent, 
of the business of purchasing, refining, 
transporting . and 
selling petroleum 


and its products in this country. Many 
of them were engaged In commerce in 
these 
articles 
among 
the 
several 


states and with foreign nations and 
were naturally competitive. 


Acquired Vast Control. 


: "During the' ten years prior to 1879, 
the seyen individual defendants had 
acquired control of many corporations, 
partnerships and refineries that hatf 
been competing in this business,' had 
placed the majority of the. stock of 
those corporations and the .interests 
in property in business thus..obtained 
In various trustees to be held and op- 
erated by them for the stockholders of 
the Standa'rd Oil company, of Ohio, 
one of the nineteen companies'in which 
the individual defendants were prin- 
cipal stockholders and had 'thereby 
suppressed competition among these 
corporations and partnerships. ' 


"in 1S79 they and their associates 


caused all the trustees to convey .their 
interests in the stock, property and 
business of all these corporations to 
five trustees to be held, operated and 
distributed by them for the-stockhold- 
ers of the Standard company, of Ohio. 
From "1879 until 1S92 they .prevented 
these corporations and others "engaged 
in 'this business of Which they se- 
cured control, from'competing In this 
commerce'by causing the control.of 
their operations anU 'generally of a 
majority of 'their^stocks .to be'lield in 
trust 
for 
the 
stockholders • of the 


Standard company, .'of Ohio, a'nd from 
1S92 
until 1S99 they accomplished the 


same result by a similar, stockholding 
device and by the joint equitable own- 
ership of'the majority of the'stocks 
corporations.

Parent Body Took Them In. 


"In the year .1899- the seven indi- 


vidual 'defendants and. their associates 
caused the majority of the stock of 
the nineteen corporations-to be trans- 
ferred ..to the Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey, in exchange for Its 
stock, so that ' the 
latter company 


thereby acquired the legal 'title to a 
majority of the stock of each of thr 
'nineteen companies.' the control of 
these companies and of all the com 
panies which they controlled and the 
power to fix the rates of-transporta 
tion; the purchase and selling- price: 
of petroleum and its products, which 
all these corporations should'pay anc 
receive in. the conduct of their bus! 
ness in commerce among- the state; 
and with foreign nations, since tha 
exchange of stock the seven indi- 
vidual defendants have been and ar 
stockholders and officers of the Stand 
ard Oil company,

While strenuously denying his guilt, 


examination is said to have satisfied 
the officers that Smith is the perpe- 
trator of the horrible crime. In fear 
of mob violence, Smith was hurried 
under heavy guard by the officers be- 
fore Justice Hayes, who 
held 
him 


under bond to await the action of the 
grand jury. Twenty minutes later the 
accused young man was loaded into 
an automobile by Sheriff Stanley and 
his deputies and driven at high speed 
to the. county "jail ot Albion, where he 
was safely landed behind the bars. 


Girl's Condition Critical. 


The victim of the lustful monster is 


today in a precarious condition, and 
it is hardly believed she can recover. 
The accused young man was taken to 
the Girtef home after his arrest today, 
but the little, sufferer was unable to 
identify him. The fact that she is so 
young and that the night was 
ex- 


tremely dark makes it Impossible for 
ths child to definitely fix the responsi- 
bility for the crime.

secreted in an upstairs room of the 
Smith homo.

As a matter of fact, the earth is su 


iiosi-u to have passed through the tail 
of a comet twice within the memory 
of many living persons. The last tlmo 
wns In 1887, but there are 'few who 
knpw of It at tho time. There are rec- 
ords of a haze in the atmosphere, dull 
yellow glows on the horizon at twi- 
light and a sulphurous tinge to the 
air that sometimes set 
people to 


coughing. 


Speculation as to what would hap- 


pen if the mundane planet should en- 
counter the comet proper is more seri- 
ous. 
The nucleus might be a solid 


mass of fire, hot enough to kill every 
form of life that cume within a radius 
of thousands of miles.

such fears, however, one astronomnr 
estimates that the comet is BO thin 
that if condensed to a solid mass it 
could be contained in an ordinary 
drinking glass.

POPULATION GUESS, 64,237. 


Preliminary Estimate i« Made by Cen- 


sus Authorities. 


Officials in charge of the work of 


taking the census in the Twelfth dis- 
trict next year 'have made a prelimin- 
ary estimate on Fort Wayne's popula- 
tion, placing it at 64,237, based on the 
vote cast at the city election this 
month. This would Indicate a gain of 
20,000 for Fort Wayne in the past' ten 
years.

npllft us; without that, nothing else 
will. 
. Xhi* dqes not .mean tb*t_we_wa to 


sit down and do nothing. Indeed, we- 
cannot fail back on that even if we 
would.; Most of us hare. got to be 
more or less strenuous it we are to 
live, and God wills that we should 
live. But there Is no daager of our 
being lazy If we really do. love Qod' 
for there is a great deal that He has' 
for.us to do. But we must do it for 
His sake, and the first and most Im- 
portant work is oa onrsehres. 


The one thing necessary, the will 


of God. for us,, is that we should be 
in union, by love, with Him. If we 
are really in this union everything 
else will follow. If w« are not noth- 
ing else that we do i» of any use to 
Him or to oareetoea.

gone further, .than that; It has now spread'to the 
Universal- Feminine. Women ia that little island 
wish, it appears, not only, for votes, but for the smoke 
of battle. They have struck the camp and hit the 
tented field, .and, like true veterans, sleep under can- 
vas and engage in many o£ tha exercises of war or of 
those things which trench upon war. To be specific, 
there has been formed what is termed the First Aid 
Nursing Teotnanry Corps, which at the distance would 
seem a 'far step toward that condition when English 
worsen may take the field as veritable Amazons of 
modern days, with sword and rifle. 


For the First Aid Noising Yeomanry Corps, while, of

course, .as its-name implies, purely a nursing organi- 
zation,'yet is such.a development from what we re- 
gard as the nurse of convention as to be well nigh revo- 
lutionary, for its services are not connected only with 
the sick bed of the hospital ward and with the rear of 
battle,'but the idea is that- the women shall care for the 
wounded as they fall and shall practically enter the 
' area of the fight. ' Nor- is this all. 


For the wbote responsibility and management,'as 


well as'.the-practical work consequent upon it, is in the 
hands of the. women, from, the currying of their horses 
to the. pegging of'their tents. These nurses have to 
possess an expert knowledge of horsemanship as well 
as a knowledge .of military tactics. They have to pa- 
rade and ate subject to the most rigid military disci- 
pline. . "Upon the field of battle they would be con- 
fronted-by exactly the same hardships and dangers :is 
are the nien.of.their nation. They will be to all in- 
tents and purposes units of the army, save that they 
will handle the salve instead of the sword. 


The First lid'Nursing Yeomanry Corps has been 


formed-about twelve months and went into camp re- 
cently at Lee; near Lewisham, for three whole days, 
to the accompaniment, it .must be sadly confessed, of 
some light ^newspaper jesting, which -was, of course, 
masculine." Headings appeared in those solemn Brit- 
ish prints which almost approached an airy lightness. 
One of them even headed its .account "Yeo Ho!" with 
a couplet for a subhead which ran:— 


"For the bold Yeomaids of Lee

And their tents beneath the tree." 


From which it will be seen that if the English take 


their pleasures sadly they take their serious businesses 
not unjovially. 


The Ladies in Camp. 


Twenty lady members constituted this latest 'thing 


in camp life, and its six army bell tents were pitched, 
with that touch of the femininely picturesque, under- 
neath some old cherry trees within private grounds. 
There was an ambulance wagon, there were real borsu 
lines, and there was a canteen, witbto which lady 
troopers might be seen walking around with cowboy 
shirts (it may be seen to what extent England is be- 
coming civilized). With red neckerchief?. Others bad 
brushes in their hands grooming the horses which be- 
longed to the camp. • 
, 


The canteen is a large tent, after the manner of the 


SS 


m 


masculine canteen, but is softened by several touches 
of woman's influence. For instance, there is u piano 
with a real leather covered stool at its front, and its 
tables have vases and flowers. It has also cut glass 
and silver plate aud artistic serviettes and cold pies 
and beef and salads, but it must be remembered that 
these are the piping times of peace and that there is no 
sense in .the yeoinaids undergoing unnecessary hard- 
ships just for the fun of the thins. 


It is more than probable tbat our bold male defend- 


ers would wish for these comforts, too, if it wore at all 
possible that they should get them. So we must not 
permit too great an amusement at. the expense of the 
maids who can. The smaller tents each contain three 
beds which can be raised, and these tents have board- 
ing on their floors, and even photographs have been 
discovered in one or two of them, but again it may be 
urged that it is better to do things gradually. 


The full dress uniform of the Yeomen is, however, 


truly military and most attractive. There is. first, a 
neat peaked cap, with chin strap. There is a coat of 
the same general cut pat we see upon our streets on 
any day of miiitary festival—that with the flapped 
front pockets and shoulder straps, they have leather 
waist belts, for no corsets arc allowed (it will thus bo 
seen ho.w very serious may be the results of possible 
invasion), and there are straps coming in cross direc- 
tions which hold the medicines;.and there is a plain 
three-quarter skirt and' gloves and a whip to finish 
off with. 


The routine of the camp is ns close as possible to 


that which might be imagined as the activities of the 
corps^ in the field of war nnd, i? far from a smllins 
business. The night is spent "under military, condi- 
tions." with "no talking" nnd "ail lights out," and

there are two hour turns at "sentry-go" till the morn- 
ing, when the reveille sounds and the camp is awak- 
ened by its strains. Then the camp fires are lighted 
and the military tripods'erected, and the pot is sluug 
and the "first meal is taken thus. After this cleaning 
about the caujp goes on. pacir party attc-ndins to its 
own tent and each maid to her own bed. After this 
the routine of camp work comes. 


The military maids polish shoes, pipeclay belts, 


brighten facings and-put their military garments in 
spick and span condition. The horses are picketed 
and groomed, given their food and watered, and these 
preliminaries being completed the lady bugler sounds 
the bugle, and Lieutenant Stobart, who is the married 
daughter of Sir Samuel Boulton and the feminine head 
of the corps, gives orders for all to fall in for the pur- 
pose of drill. 


Just Like the Men. 


Horse parade is now indulged in, under the eyes, 


however, of a masculine—Captain Baker, whose duty 
it is to sec tbat things arc douc ia the masculine mili- 
tary way of Great Britain. The parade is, however, in 
every respect a very thorough performance, as horse- 
manship of a high quality is demanded in the sort of 
work for which the corps is prepared. .Tumping exer- 
cises are also indulged in and the horses are put at 
hedges and even fences of a fair height The ladies, 
however, do not ritle astride, as would seem the more 
practical method, but still keep to the side saddle, as 
England, though war fearful, is conservative still. 


After this the practice of .nctnal field life is gone 


through. The horses h.ive been picketed again, when 
a male trooper, perhaps, will be seen riding in with a 
despatch, which "Lieutenant Stobart, as the . com- 


manding officer, opens. It is a call for aid, so the 
bugle rings out once more and the order given to 
"fall in." The horses are untethered and saddled by 
female hands, the ambulance wragon is made ready 
and all are soon galloping to the scene of action. Here 
a thoughtful government has provided a number of 
--"wounded" men, whose ailments must be pleasurable 
for once. 


On the arrival at the battle field the organization of 


th« ladJes sbo.ws itself. The lady lieutenant gives her 
orders aud a certain number spring down, while others 
attend to thu waiting horses. The ambulance rattles 
up after a while and the worst cases are placed in 
here. In the case of the slightly wounded, they are 
placed upon a horse and, supported by one of rhe gal- 
lant Yeomanry, go quickly back to camp. The corps 
is working hard now. Qne of tuem is bandaging a 
shattered limb, another a wounded head. 
Other 


wounded ones are being revived. Four "yeomen" are 
carrying a stretcher lor one of the badly hurt All 
these things are done as far as possible under the 
actual conditions of war, though of course the some- 
what important factoc of whistling bullets is neces- 
sarily omitted, as is equally the case with male 
parades. 


In the camp wounded soldiers will approach on foot 


aud will be taken care of. In the headquarters of the 
corps are nurses of the kind we have a greater knowl- 
edge of. with white apron and cap, who are not "yeo- 
mcnv at, all. but only nurses. 


Once back at camp the horses have to be picketed 


and eared for again by the maids of war, but after this 
there are the pleasures of the camp, too—evening 
round the camp fires, when letters are read and songs 
are sung, and there are confidential talks between 
friends—perhaps not wholly unacquainted with the 
subject of mankind. 


So the war scare in England has been of some good. 


It may be responsible for another race of Amazons 
who in future years will dash down upon the serried, 
pitiful ranks of the army of men with an impetnous^ 
ness which will shatter them. 


It may be tbe means of keeping for England the 


sovereignty among European nations she has held for 
so long. 


And, of course. It supplies the woman suffragist* 


•with another argument

How to Grow Bulbs Indoors to 


Bloom and Beautify the House

When frosts threaten to kill garden 


(lowers Indoor bulb culture may be 
started in rooms of dwelling houses. 
For almost anything that will hold 
water ma.v be used for bulbs, but nat- 
urally something thut Is pretty and 
decorative adds.much to the general 
color. 
For example, brass cups or 


vessels of colored potteries are objects 
of ornament In themselves; plain glass 
is not so pretty, though the bulbs will 
develop in them; green ware is es- 
pecially suited to this purpose, but the 
home gardener may suit himself ns re- 
, gards these receptacles. None of the 
bulbs requires any soil, so there is no 
danger of dirt from the pots, and as 
water supplies nourishment sufficient 
It Is only necessary to keep enough 
fluid in the vessels to feed the roots. 
The bulb is constantly absorbing water 
and as a certain amount is evaporated 
fresh 
water must 
be 
given daily. 


Bulbs need not be entirely covered, 
but a. safe rule is to keep the water 
just below the top, nr away from the 
sprout. The fluid will cause rot if it 
reaches the base of the green shoot, 
and to protect it a few pebbles on the 
bottom of the receptacle are neces- 
sary. 


Each year brings .a greater supply 


ot bulbs from which' to choose'as flow- 
er culture increases in popularity ami 
new kinds are imported. • Among tho 
favorites is the full hyacinth, a pretty 
bell flower without foliage,' but coming 
In different, very delicate shades. 
It 


is by no means new, for . many old 
fashioned gardens can show masses of 
them in tho autumn; still .they • are 
particularly suited to water growth 
indoors. 
Each-grower . has his own 


assortment of Japanese bulbs, none of 
which, is expensive,' <ind- there are some 
paper hyacinths, narcissus, and'lilies of 
various kinds-which are exquisite when 
In blossom, and which come to fruition 
with astonishing quickness. 


When preparing bulbs for planting 


in water filled vessels, it Is -usually 
safe to remove the paper skins that 
cover the bulbs, though this outer 
protection is not to be' stripped en- 
tirely. 
That which shows a decided 


disposition to cling may remain. But 
once'the bulb is on Its .bed of pebbles 
and water Is supplied; nothing remains 
but to keep it at a regular tempera- 
ture, and' with enough fluid. One rea- 
son bulbs fall to bloorn is that the 
rooms in which they are kept are too 


warm. / .This is 
almost 
always the 


cause when buds form, and then, in- 
stead ' of blossoming;.. wither and dry 
If one Investigates plants that- die In 
this way, one will .see the tips have 
become dried from hot air. 
Such 


-plants' stand an astonishing amount 
of chill if the temperature remains the 
same,, but. like others, they cannot 
live if they a're. alternately warm and 
cold.

TO RAISE GOOD ROAD FUNDS 


SHOULD FIRST LEARN WHAT TYPES OF HIGHWAYS ARE BEST SUITED 


TO TRAFFIC AND CLIMATIC CONDITIONS 


At the present time there are two 


principal methods of raising funds for 
these purposes, but Director Logan W. 
Page of the public roads department 
of the gox'ernment believes that before 
plans are set on foot for raising funds 
much should be said regarding the 
manner In which such funds should be 
expended. 


It should not be. assumed that simply 


because a county owns quarries from 
which trap or limestone rock can be 
secured that th,e expensive macadam 
road mu?t necessarily be built. 


The qualifications of any rock can- 


not be definitely decided upon until 
laboratory tests have been held. 


Much money has been almost thrown 


away In this country, however, on the 
construction of rock-surfaced 
roads, 


those having the construction in charge 
neglecting to call in the services of 
expert chemists and using rqck totally 
unsulted to .their traffic or climatic 
conditions. 


In many cases the results were dis- 


astrous, the roads quickly raveling and 
going to pieces because the cementing 
value was lacking. 
• A county which • shows 
sufficient 


progress to bond Itself In a liberal 
amount for the purpose of securing im- 
proved roads should keep its money provement. 


intact until Its officers have learned 
exactly what class of roads will best 
meet-its requirements, what type of 
road it is best qualified to construct 
and what it can best afford. 


Those facts can be secured through 


the aid of the national government, the 
office of public roads, standing ready 
to give gratuitous advice and to supply 
skilled highway engineers who are 
qualified to tell what type of highway 
would best meet that county's require- 
ments and to demonstrate those deci- 
sions by supervising the building of 
stretches 
of model highways, after 


which local officials may take pattern. 


Millions have been wasted in build- 


ing roads which local conditions made 
impracticable and out of all cost pro- 
portion to the county's revenue. 


There are exceptions to all rules, 


however, and Pike county. Alabama, 
stands as a glittering exception to the 
usual construction blunder. There the 
county officials had planned to expend 
a large sum in the building of gravel 
ronds. 


W. L. Spoon, United States.superin- 


tendent of road construction, being sent 
to make an inspection of the county's 
road possibilities, learned that 700 
miles of Important routes needed im-

STRAWBERRIES GROWING ON ICE 


On the old "Oregon trail, with Us 


historic association, may be found one 
of nature's marvels, probably not du- 
plicated In this country at least. 


Near South Pass City, "Wyo., Is the 


Pacific Spring, a beautiful spot, where 
the old freighters and emigrants fre- 
quently stopped for a few days after 
the long and arduous trip across the 
barren plains.

Pacific Spring is 7,000 feet above sea 


level, and about it, at the headwaters 
of the Sweetwater river, is a series of 
small valleys, or rather meadows, shel- 
tered by the southern extremity of the 
Wind River mountains.

PREPARING POULTRY FOR MARKET 


TO.DO IT PROFITABLY THIS MUST BE DONE QUICKLY. 


IS A FIRST REQUISITE 


SUITABLE FOOD 


BY ISAAC MOTES. 


To fatten poultry quickly and profit- 


ably requires good judgment and proper 
management in the«car« of the fowls 
and proper feeding. 
The Iwst foods 


are bits of fat meat, mushes of meal 
or line grits made from yellow corn, 
with skim-milk: boiled potatoes, rice 
and oatmeal and milk. 
If anything 


oatmeal is preferable because of its 
greater heating qualities and its effect 
on color or fat. 


The main point to keep in view is 


to fatten your fowls in the shortest 
time possible. To do this they should 
be kept in a coop or pen. where they 
cannot take much exercise, for by ex- 
erciso they work off llesh :ind keep 
down fat. A Rood way is to confine 
them in small; light coops made of 
lath or wire, netting. These may sit 
out In the hack yard or barn yard, 
on well-drained • ground. 
In case of 


rain or damp weather cover them with 
oilcloth. Keep the, pen dark during the 
daytime, except when the fowls are 
eating, by throwing a thick covering 
over the. coop?, such as ol;l carpets, 
blankets or quilts. This will prevent 
the fowls from stirring about between 


meals. 
Jn the morning give them 


boiled potatoes, mashed while hot and 
thickened with cornmeal, with a little 
salt and pepper for seasoning. 


They should be fed three times a 


day. and their bill of far« varied as 
much as possible, but with a large pro- 
portion of starchy, heat and fat pro- 
ducing articles. Very little green stuff 
should be given them, though pumpkin 
or sriUMsh may take the place of boiled 
potatoes occasionally. 


Fresh bedding rhould be supplied 


frequently, and the coop and spot It 
occupies kept clean. The coop should 
rest on cinders, or on gravelly or sandy 
soil, with a bedilins of hay or straw. 
The coop being light, it will be easy to 
move it to a new place occasionally 
by a man getting at each end and lift- 
ins it an inch or so off the ground, 
gently pushing the chickens along in- 
side the coop as it Is moved, having 
prepared the bed of hay on the new 
place beforehand. 


Unless a hen Is a very valuable 


breeding fowl It does not pay to keep 
her after she is 2 years old. 
They 


should be marketed just before their 
second moulting. 


Whether or not you buy your feefl 


during the winter. It hardly pays tc 
feed chickens hatched the previous 
spring, except 
of course the most 


promising pullets for next spring's 
laying. Keep the others welt fed and 
rrowing 
until they weigh between 


three and four pounds, then put them 
in the fattening coops and give them 
all they will eat for ten days or two 
weeks and rush them to market. Both 
young and old fowls should not be fed 
within twenty-four hours previous to 
killing. 


Whether you ship dressed or alive 


must depend upon your market and 
the wishes of the parties to whom you 
ship. If you ship to a packing house 
or a commission lirm it is customary 
to ship in coops, but if you ship to 
some retail grocer or market in tho 
city It will perhaps be best to ship 
fowls dressed. 


Dry-picked fowls bring a slljhtly 


higher price in the open market Whit* 
or buff colored sell best, as the pin 
feathers do not show so much on the 
dressed fowl, and this gives it a neater 
appearance.

without danger of infecting the teats 
cr udder, but even this treatment

KEEPING SEPARATORS CLEAN 


There is no better way of holding 


cream-from one day to another than to 
run it over a cooler immediately as it 
cornes from the separator, cooling it 
thereby to some 50 degrees Fahrenheit 


It will be well to skim the first lot 


of cream very rich., about 40 per cent 
fat. 
Then cool this .to a low tempera- 


ture and hold it cold until the second 
day. The cream separated on the sec- 
ond day may be somewhat thinner, con- 
taining from. 25 to 30 per cent fat. 
This may be run directly into tho cold, 
rich cream of the previous day and 
the two lots thoroughly mixed. 


After the mixture has stood an hour 


or so it ought to be tested both for fat 
and acidity. If it has a slow acidity 
near 3-10 per cent, a starter may be 
used. 
After mixing tho starter with 


the crcarn ripen tt at 65 to 70 degrees 
until the acidity reached about 5-10 
per cent. 


The cream ought then to be cooled to 


about 50 degrees and held at this tern 
peraturc until it is churned.

Stock Food 


Sorghum is divided Into two general 
lasses. In the first is included all of 
he varieties which contain enouch 
ugar that it will pay to cultivate for 
tie sugar. This Is the saccharine class. 
In the second class is included th» 


•arleties that are cultivated for tha 
seed, stalks, etc., used for feed for farm 
animals. This class is called the non- 
saccharine class. It contains 
some 


sugar, but it is low in sugar content, 
while the saccharine class may "contain 
as much as 20 per cent of sugar In iti 
uice. 


The saccharine or sweet varieties are 


cultivated primarily for the sugar, but 
he seed and blades both make good 
'eed for animals. The seed make good 
feed for almost any farm animals and 
for poultry. 


Sorghum is cultivated very much 


ike corn. It is planted in rows Sy. to 
4. feet apart and the hills are about 
2 feet apart in the row, with four to 
five stalks to the hill. 


The first cultivation Is very tedious. 


as the .plants start oft slowly, but after ' 
the plants get up' a little the cultiva- 
tion is not more difficult than corn. 
An acre of good sorghum. .will yield 
from 100 to 200 gallons of sirup. 


The planting should be 'done a little 


later than early corn, as the sorghum 
will not do much growing until the soil 
gets warm. When the seed gets ripe • 
the stalks are bladed and the blades 
• 


cured and tied into bundles. 


The cane is cut and tops cut off. 


The tops or seed heads should'be al- 
lowed to dry out before storing away 
else they will mold. ' 


The stalks are crushed in a cane mill 


and the juice strained and boiled either 
in an evaporator or a large pan.
